Marshall,
Nemaha, Brown, and Doniphan Counties, Karsas, by Jetf Myers, Caliy Lence, Steve Titus, and Jeff Anderson, dated May, 2006
We find the report to be thorough mmd well written, but we have two issues we wonld like to see addressed in the final First, we
find the use of temporary site rumders to be distracting. Tn a3l later phases of the project. we will require permanent Smithsorian
trinomial numbers, which may be obiained from our records manager, Anita Frank, She can be reached at {785y 272-8681 oxt.
268 or afrank@kshs.org, Second. we see no discussion of standing structures, other than seference to stantimg outbuiidings
associated with recorded farmostead sites. We assume that no significart structures will be impacted by the project, but that issue
nceds 1o be clearly addressed in the report, or i a separate document,

As to the teport recommencdations, we concur that archeological sites ARG-3, ARG-10, and ARG-12 should be tested at the
Phase I level for National Register eligitility if they cannot be aveided. We also concuy that sufficient fieldwork has been
condicted at the remaining cleven sites (ARG-1, ARG-2, ARG, ARG-6, ARG-8, ARG-1 1, ARG-13, ARG-14, ARG-15, ARG~
18, and ARG-23) to establish that they src not eligible for Naticnal Repigter listing. We fiuther cononr that additional
geomorphological investigations (deep testing) should be carried out at the 12 stream crossings identified in Table 6-1 o pages
131133 of the drafi report, We agree that sufficient investigations have been completed at the remaining 13 crossings identified
in the same tabile.
